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Statement of facts and points to be reviewed 

1 . On March 2, 1999, application no. 09/261 ,079 (the "parent" application; Exhibit 1) was 
filed under 37 C.F.R. 1 .53(b). Attached to the application (and included in Exhibit 1) 
was a Revocation and Appointment of New Power of Attorney, executed February 24, 
1999, which named Barbara Rae- Venter, Reg. No. 32,750, and other registered agents 
and attorneys as "attorneys with full power of substitution and revocation to prosecute 
this application", and requested "that all correspondence regarding this application be 
sent to the firm of: 

Rae- Venter Law Group, P.C. 
P.O. Box 60039 
Palo Alto, CA 94306" 

2. On October 6, 1999, Applicants filed a Request for Correction of Filing Receipt for the 
parent application , along with a copy of the Revocation and Appointment of New Power 
of Attorney filed with the application (Exhibit 4). The Filing Receipt had been addressed 
to Flehr, Hohbach, Test, Albritton & Herbert (hereafter "Flehr"), the attorneys 
empowered for a previously filed application, from whom appointment had been revoked. 
On October 13, 1999, Applicants filed another Request for Correction of Filing Receipt 
and another copy of the previously file Revocation and Appointment of New Power of 
Attorney (Exhibit 5). These actions by Applicants constituted the second and third 
attempts to notify the Patent and Trademark Office of the properly designated attorney of 
record and correspondence address for parent application no. 09/261,079. 



3. A delay in the issuance of the parent application was brought about by a Patent and 

Trademark Office error. The Notice of Allowance (Exhibit 8, sent to Flehr) included a 
request for formal drawings (Item 7): "Applicant must submit new formal drawings 
because the originally filed drawings were declared by applicant to be informal." 
However, as Applicants pointed out in their Communication of November 29, 2000 
(Exhibit 10), this statement was in error, as Applicants had stipulated at the time of filing 
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that the submitted drawings were formal (see Exhibit 10). 

4. On November 29, 2000, Applicants paid the Issue Fee with Form PTOL 85-B and 
indicated as the correspondence address Rae- Venter Law Group P.C. (Exhibit 9). On 
March 1, 2001, the Patent and Trademark Office, communicated (to Flehr) that, in 
response to the Communication filed November 29, 2000, new formal drawings were not 
required. 

5. On July 26, August 1 and August 9, 2001, while Applicants were preparing documents 
for filing a continuing application under 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b) claiming benefit from the 
parent application, the Patent and Trademark Office was telephoned on three occasions to 
determine whether the issue date for the parent application was known and available. 
Applicants were told that there was no indication as to when the parent application would 
issue as a patent (see Telephone Reports, Exhibit 12). 

6. On August 13, 2001, Flehr received an Issue Notification for application no. 09/261,079 
(Exhibit 13). 

7. On August 22, 2001, Applicants telephoned the Patent and Trademark Office again, and 
were told that parent application no. 09/261,079 had issued as patent No. 6,277,606 the 
previous day. Up to this point, Applicants had received no indication as to when the 
parent application would issue as a patent. Applicants proceeded to file the instant 
application 09/935,367 that same day, August 22, 2001. 

8. On August 22, 2001, or one day after patent No. 6,277,606 had issued, Flehr mailed the 
Issue Notification to Rae- Venter Law Group (see postmark, Exhibit 13). 

9. In summary, Flehr' s power of attorney was revoked by Applicants as indicated at the 
time that the parent application was filed. In spite of this, the Office records indicated 
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that Flehr was the attorney of record, even though this was not the case at any point in 
the prosecution of the parent application. The Patent and Trademark Office was given 
numerous opportunities to correct their records to reflect the proper attorney of record and 
to correct the correspondence address. The Revocation and Appointment of New Power of 
Attorney that was filed with the application clearly indicated the correspondence address 
of Rae- Venter Law Group P.C., which address was submitted three times. ALL 
correspondence regarding parent application no. 09/261,079 addressed to the Patent and 
Trademark Office was sent from the firm of Rae- Venter Law Group, P.C. and signed by 
registered agents or attorneys employed at that firm. This included all responses to 
Office actions and the Issue Fee payment, Exhibit 9, which was altered by applicants to 
show the correct correspondence address on form PTOL-85-B. The Notice to Comply 
(Exhibit 2) Office actions (Exhibits 3 and 6), two Communications (Exhibit 7 and 1 1), a 
Notice of Allowance (Exhibit 8), and the Issue Notification (Exhibit 13) all indicated an 
incorrect attorney and mailing address for the parent application. 

Applicants persisted in their efforts to ascertain the issue date of application no. 
09/261,079, as late as 12 days prior to issuance, and were repeatedly told that there was 
no issue date or patent number and to call back. Applicants failure to obtain information 
concerning the issue date was in no way due to Applicants' error or lack of effort. Rather 
the error lies with the Office and Flehr. The Office repeatedly erred in failing to correct 
their records and additionally failing to give out accurate information concerning the 
issue date. Flehr failed to forward the issue notification in a timely manner. 

10. By this petition, Applicants respectfully request that application no. 09/261,079 and 

application no. 09/935,367 be made copending by suspending that portion of 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.53(b) in which the filing date is specified as "the date on which a specification ... and 
at least one claim ... are filed in the Patent and Trademark Office" , and resetting the 
filing date of the instant application to August 21, 2001, one day earlier than the date on 
which the instant application was express mailed to the Office.
